Fall 
planting begins in August and extends through December, 
or until the ground freezes. When the season is far ad- 
vanced, we reserve the right to ball and burlap (B&B) at 
extra charge, those items not so listed, to insure success 
in transplanting.

Possibly the most attractive feature of many of 
our New England towns is the large shade and orna- 
mental trees. It is absolutely necessary to include 
deciduous trees in your home and street plantings, 
since no others equal them in foliage and growing 
characteristics. 


It is important to plant some of these trees each 
year, since it takes from ten to twenty-five years to 
produce a good-sized specimen. Plant medium-sized 
trees and they will grow rapidly into lofty specimens.
